WHEREAS, The new guardi an is generally the grandparent of
the child and is on a fixed inconme; the added expense for
child care creates an additional financial burden on these

guar di ans; and

VWHEREAS, The increase in the child's subsidy may result
in the renoval of the child fromthe program the child my
experience nore stress due to being unable to attend the
child care setting, which adds nore disruption to his or her

life; therefore, be it
